1 
vant you to know I had a son and 
nen of your kind killed him.” 
Skorzeny tried to fend off a 
turricane of whip lashes with his 
ands but did not counter-attack. 
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A taxi driver refused to doubie- 
park in the narrow street outside 
the studio and take him aboard. 
So Skorzeny ducked back into the 
building until police arrived and 
escorted him back to his Left Bank 
hotel. 

The French officer, who has grey 
hair and a moustache, said before 
leaving: “I am outraged by the 
publication of this book. I wore 
gloves today in order not to sofl 
my hands in contact with an 5.5. 
officer.” 

Skorzeny had just been inter- 
viewed by Christian Bernadac, 
author of a number of books on 
Nazi death camps, who told him 
in front of the TV cameras: “I hope 
you will one day provide us with 
the book which we expect from 
you.” During the programme, Skor- 
zeny expressed disappointment that 
Hitler had been betrayed by his 
aides,

New taxes condemned 


‘by manufacturers

TEL AVIV. — In a stormy session 
yesterday, the 13-member presidency 
of the Manufacturers Association 
condemned the Government's new 
payroll and purchase taxes and 
suspended participation in all Gov- 
ernment committees until further 
steps are decided upon by a general 
assembly of the membership on Sun- 
day. 

This is the second ‘time in 40 
years that such an assembly has 
been called. The membership gen- 
erally meets once ἃ year.

The occasion is the Jerusalem 
Conference on Primatology, attend- 
ed by about 26 scientists from 
abroad and an equal number of Is- 
raels. Primatology is concerned 
with the use of monkeys in the 
study of disease. 

“Primatology is here to stay,” 
conference chairman Prof. David 
Samuel of the Weizmann Institute 
of Sclence told The Jerusalem Post 
yesterday. Socrates and Galen 
in the 4th century B.C.E, already 
noted the similarity between the 
nervous system and the bone struc- 
ture of monkeys and of men, he 
said. Today monkeys are used in 
experiments concerning most parts 
of the human body, from the heart 
and lungs (apes have been taught 
to smoke), to the eye and liver. 


Even stress can be duplicated and 
studied in apes, Prof. Samuel said.

MANILA (UPI). -— Two men 
armed with a grenade, a pistol and 
a rifle seized from an air marshal 
hijacked a Philippine airliner yes- 
terday but released their hostages 
and surrendered in the mistaken 
belief they were getting a full 
presidential pardon . from President 
Ferdinand E. Marcos. 


The men, identified as Emilio 
Abarea Jr. 38, and Cesar Malay, 
29, hijacked the old propeller- 
driven DC3 on a flight from Cebu 
City to Zamboanga. 

-They released one patch of hos- 
tages when the plane landed’ in. 
Cebu City. They.released 4 passen- 
ger and the co-pilot at Manilla Air- 
port with a message to Marcos 
asking a full pardon. They also 
threatened to force the pilot of 
the short-range plane to fly to the 
Middle East if refused. 

The hijackers released the last 
14 hostages and surrendered after 
the airport commander, Brig.-Gen. 
Mariano Castenada, radioed: them 
that Marcos had accepted “all their 
conditions.” Castenada admitted he 
offered the two men full pardons, 
but he said at the time he did not 
know the details of preaidential 
clemency.

— The world's poor- 
est countries, expecting poor crops

Rumour has Te that bee 700 
secret agreements offering tax 
concessions were issued to various 
pressure groups in the name of pro- 
ductivity and are global in charac- 
ter. Democracy insists that we are 
all equal in the eyes of the law, but 
as far as income tax is concerned 
some people appear to be more 
equal than others. Income tax rates, 
like army service, should be the 
same for all, But once certain sec- 
tors get exemptions for any rea- 
son whatever, there is no reason 
for others not to press their de- 
mands. The initial tax exemptions 
ranted, for instance, to El Al pi- 
lots gave the green light te a wave 
of other demands from powerful 
pressure groups which were diffi- 
cult to withstand, particularly on 
the eve of elections. 


On the cther hand, social welfare 
payments today are almost the 
same as low wages. One can cite 
endless examples of ple who 
do not contribute to the national 
effert for fear of eventual compli- 
cations with either the income tax 
or National Insurance authorities. 


There can be little doubt that 
labour relations in Israel benefit 
from the essential characteristics 
of the Jewish worker—his absti- 
nenece, patience and dedication to 
work—but at the same time they 
suffer from politidal weakness at 
the highest level. If a marked effi- 
ciency achievement is followed by 
ἃ general clamour for a_ similar 
gain but without similar effort and 
achievement, there must be some- 
one able to stand fast against such 
demands. If any award in the field 
of production has to be shared 
automatically by those employed 
in services the gain achieved by 
one sector will be eaten away by 
the other. 


Under such adverse circums- 
tances Productivity Year, however 
vital for the ‘country, remains 
wishful thinking, unless there is 
a new policy and a fresh ap- 
proach by labour organizations. It 
is true that the show will go on, 
and labour prizes will be awarded 
to individuais and groups in front 
.of an enthusiastic and cheering 
audience. But unless changes come 
from the top everything will con- 
tinue as before.

the supplies of the printing industry. 
As 8. result it has become noticeable 
that certain types of book are being 
drastically shortened to avoid an 
increase in price that would make 
peperbecks beyond the means of the 
uyer.

THE ETHIOPIAN authorities 
yesterday came out more clearly 
than ‘before in accusing the 
Arab states of rendering sup- 
port for the rebellion in Eri- 
trea. They said what until now 
they were reluctant to da 

publicly, namely that the Arab 
states are actively supporting 
the Moslems of Eritrea in order 
to make the Red Sea a water- 
way wholly controlled ‘by Mos- 
lem states. ᾿ 

For the first time the Ethi- 
opians also lumped Sudan to- 
gether with the other Arab 
states lending support to the 
Eritrean Liberation Front. _ 

Sudan's President Numeiry 
has ‘been trying to mediate be- 
tween the two sides, and main- 
tain, at least publicly, a strictly 
neutral. posture. He has advised 
the Ethiopian Military Council 
to make peace with the Eri- 
trean rebels, as he made peace 
in 1971 with the Southern Su- 
dan rebel movement, after 8 
civil wear which lasted some 20 
years.

WELL, WHO'D HAVE THOUGHT 
it? Britain's 400 registered poets 
have threatened “militant action” 

the Arts Council if they 
don't get more money. 

Mr. Charles Osborne, the Coun- 
cit's arbiter, refuses to be budged. 
“—T'm not going to hand out money 
just to keep poets alive,” he told the 
press, flatly refusing to sponsor the 
work of one of the leaders of the 
uprising, Bob Cobbing. A sample of 
Mr, Cobbing’s work will suffice to 
show what the Arts Council is be- 
ing so stubborn about Entitled 
“Kurrirrurrirri,” it runs as follows: 
“Twonk, rol rol rol, twonk twonk rol 
rol rol, twonk rol rol rol rol rol, 
twonk twonk rol rol rol rol rol." 

You can hardly imagine that 
bound in limp morocco and printed 
on dec! Paper. 

My own taste runs to what is 
called light or popular verse of the 
type which avoids the exceptional 
and the idiosyncratic, whose forms 
are uncomplicated and whose image- 
ry is fresh and drawn from the fa- 
miliar.

His own 
essays into light verse, like his 
“Homage to Cleo", are best forgot- 
ten 

We have been taught to be asham- 
ed of rhyme schemes and rhythmical 
pattern and to avoid lucid and direct 
language like the plague. One of the 
main culprits is T.S. Eliot, who more 
or less “liberated" poetry from suh- 
ject matter and meaning. Brigid 
Brophy has suggested that Bliot 
prevailed upon us to consider him a 
major poet simply by entitling one 
or two of his works, as though 
thereby to differentiate them from 
the rest, “Minor Poems." 

I can never forgive him for mak- 
ing all my favourites obsolete. 
“Young Lochinvar,” “Gunga Din,” 
“Bonny Dundee,” “Hiawatha,” “Lars 
Porsena," “Kentish Sir Byng," ‘Ku- 
bla Khan” and “Dangerous Dan 
McGrew" have 411 been consigned to 
the scrap-heap. What they had in 
common was 8. rollicking metre 
which carried you along like the 
“William Tell Overture.”

THERE IS NO SUCH THING as 
a religious humourist. There just 
just isn’t a clown alive who'll put 
his faith in human illusions. Besides, 
religion by its very nature won't 
stand for criticism, let alone satire. 
It folows that the god of any 
religion is praised ag having no 
end of virtues — he’s infinitely good 
and merciful, he's all-wise and all- 
knowing, saviour, dispenser and pro- 
vider, but he isn’t blessed with a 
sense of humour. One gathers that 
this mark of spiritual superiority 
is strictly reserved to human beings 
— with the exception of religious 
leaders. No Pope ever had a court- 
jester abcut the place, and if one 
were spotted all the same they'd 
quickly call him a heretic and burn 
him at the stake. 

There's n> such thing as a fa- 
natical satirist. Humour is basically 
nothing but a never-ending search 
for the factual truth behind the 
screen of bombast and nonsense. Ac- 
tually, humour is the opposite of 
cant about any subject, God includ- 
ed. It follows that the humorist 
fears Heaven but challenges the 
beliefs of Earth. He views the latter 
as a didactic system a la Confu- 
cius, or a tool for expansionism like 
the sword of Isiam, even ἃ world- 
empire like the cross of the Church. 

In most of the religious faiths 
you can name we Jews have had 
a finger, even if it was cut off. 
As for our own picneer religion, the 
satirist views it as a code of law 
and ethics wrapped up in mysticism 
— the creation of a small tribal 
chieftain who happened to be a 
great universal genius as well. The 
humorist thinks — no, he knows! 
—and Moses sanctified the Sabbath 
so as to compel the Jewish hum- 
ming-top to rest a bit by orders 
from On High. That's why the 
struggle of our present-day orthodox 
to make the descendants of the 
humming-top walk on Sabbaths 
instead of resting comfortably 
on a bus-seat defies plain common- 
sense — which is the sixth sense 
a satirist is cursed with from the 
cradle, - 

If on top of that you add the 
politicking done by our religious 
parties, their eternal tipping-the-ba- 
lance act, and the keen financial 
instinct of pious bankers, then it's 
no wonder that a professional cynic 
like myself always used to shoot 
so many of his darts at the public 
target whose bull's eye is a black 
skullcap. 

Ah, it all used 
crystal to us.

LIMERICK 


most of the entries to “Dry Bones's” 
Limerick competition in- The Post 
last month, Even this simple anapaes- 
tic metre wag too much for them. 
They broke every ane of the rules, 
perhaps defeated by the novelty of 
a clean limerick. As an anonymous 


wagster once put ft: “The Iimerick: 
forma is complex / Its contents run 


chiefly to sex , It burgeons with 
virgeons / And masculine .urgeons / 
And swarms with erotic effex.” 
‘Known to everyone but its pater- 
nity admitted by few, the Hmerick 
enjoys a long history. The first ex- 


ample appears in the British Mu-- 


seum's 14th century Harlelan ma- 
nuseript and it flourished in Hliza- 
bethan times as the “Poulter’s mea- 
sure" as well as in love poems by 
Herrick and Ben Jonson. It must 
have dawned on these worthies 
that Its bouncy, cheerful rhythm 
‘was unsuitable for telling of unre- 
quited love and in short order it 
became transformed into the bawdy 
verse we know today. Morris Bishop 
has described the process: “The 
lmerlek is furtive and mean / You 
must keep it in close quaranti ed 
Or it sneaks to the slums / ΑἹ 
promptly becomes / Disorderly, 
drunk and obscene.” 

By 1761 anthologies like “The 
New Boghouse Miscellany: oor a 
Companion for the Close Stool” 
(presumably the ancestor of the 
gnodern “Jokes for the John” paper- 
backs}, were appearing. Apart from 
a cleaned-up period in the 1860s, 
mostly the result of Edward Lear's 
“The Book of Nonsense,” the lime- 
rick went on its disgraceful way, 
with an occasional assist from 
Swinburne, Rossetti and others. The 
first scholarly anthology was com- 
piled in 1928 by the novelist Nonman 
Douglas, followed by William 8. 
Baring Gold’s “The lure of the 
Limerick," and more recently by G. 
Legman's collection of 1800 classics. 

Legman makes a case for the 
form appealing only to intellectuals 
who enjoy its rebellious antics and 
tts revolt against the rules of pro- 
sody. It offends propriety and is 
poetically “wrong” at the same time. 
His attitude is similar to that of the 
Regency wit Francis Jeffrey who 
once attacked Peter Robinson in a 
couplet: “Here lies the preacher, 
judge and poet, Peter / Who broke 
the laws of God, and man, and me- 
tre.” The false accent with which 
'limericks begin, their internal and 
Improper geographical rhymes, how- 
ever, are typical of much ancient 
poet 


a bunch of frauds. The face of Is- 
raeli society was changing beyond 
all recognition. Big towns and great 
enterprises rose in our midst, yet 
the social landscape withered. A 
war-generation sprang up here, 8 
selfish, uncaring, ill-mannered youth. 
Violence became a way of life, till 
even an everyday activity like, say, 
going to the movies became an af- 
fair of organized frustration.

In a society that is slowly be- 
coming faceless, the young faces 
under the tiny skullcaps remain un- 
changed: good, clean faces, There's 
still room for courtesy under those 


caps, there's seriousness, there's love | 


of one’s country still. And quiet- 
ness, . 

Anyone who lectures to young 
people at schools or university clubs 
will soon know from the level of 
questions they ask that he's talking 
to religious youth. They behave dif- 
ferently. ask and answer differently. 
We've never heard a pointless re- 
mark about this country from them. 
It seems they're limited by their 
narrow positive outlook. It seems 
they lack the bright wit that 
spawns such jokes as the one that 
says —- “Will the last man to leave 
the country please turn out the 
lights at B.G. Airport.” 

‘They do not toy with the notion 
of leaving this country and it isn't 
a joking matter to them. They do 
not have short memories and long 
hair. Apparently these things don’t 
go together with the knitted skull- 
cap. And when people gather to dis- 
cuss what can after all still be done 
to improve ‘our society, encourage 
immigration, create new settle- 
ments, and other old-fashioned 
things of that Kind, you can bet 
there will always be plenty of 
skullcaps ‘around. 

You can argue about the un- 
compromising stand of “Gush Emu- 
nim,” but you can't deny it's due 
to them that we can negotiate on 
compromises.
